E Pluribus Unum 


HE Biennial Convention of the National Woman’s Party, which will be 

héld in Washington, D. C., December 5, 6 and 7, will culminate in a 

Congressional hearing on the Equal Rights Amendment. Having called 
women together from all parts of the nation, it will direct their united 
strength toward the one body in this country that is blocking the way to 
Equal Rights, namely, the United States Congress. From one end of the 
country to the other women are demanding Equal Rights from their. State 
Legislatures. Every year new gains are made, but the process is so slow that 
all of the women now living will be dust and ashes before the goal is reached 
if this method alone is followed. It is in line with the policy of the National 
Woman’s Party to cut through to the root in such a situation. As a prelude 
to the convention, let us review the history of the Woman’s Party, which is 
a highly dramatic record of achievement. 


In 1913, under the name of the Congressional Union, it began a nation- 
wide campaign to unite and direct upon Congress the scattered and isolated. 
suffrage efforts of women which were at that time devoted mainly to attempts 
to win suffrage State by State. It brought, for the first time, to the support 
of the National Suffrage Amendment the political power of the women already 
enfranchised in nine of the Western States, by organizing their voting strength 
against the party and individuals who were blocking the amendment in 
Congress. It sent to the President and Congress deputation after deputation— 
ever more frequently—until finally the deputations became perpetual, taking 
the form of the historic picketing of the White House. Through every means 
at its command the Woman’s Party forced the National Suffrage Amendment 
from obscurity into the forefront as a dominant politica] issue. Finally in 
1920, after seven years of unceasing protest, during which over one hundred 
women were imprisoned, the National Amendment was adopted, and thereby 
suffrage for women was established throughout the United States. 


As during the suffrage campaign the Woman’s Party put its strength into 
uniting back of the National Suffrage Amendment the scattered forces which 
had been divided among many State and local suffrage campaigns, so at the 
present time it is seeking to focus upon the National Equal Rights Amendment 
the various forces working for the different items on the Equal Rights program 


such as jury service, equal guardianship, equal property rights, equal pay, 


equal professional and industrial opportunities. The Equal Rights Amend- 
ment, uniting in one measure all of the widely differing points on the Equal 
Rights program and applying to all States and localities, was drafted by 
Alice Paul and named the Lucretia Mott Amendment in honor of Lucretia 
Mott, the founder of the Equal Rights movement in the United States.

The Governing Board of the American Institute of Inter- 
national Law held its present session in Washington, October 
29 to 31. One of its most important tasks was to fill two

vacancies in the Institute. Elihu Root’s place had been vacant _ 


since his election to the Honorary Presidency of the Institute; 
and it is for this place that Miss Doris Stevens, chairman of 
the Inter-American Commission of Women and world-wide 
leader in the campaign for woman’s equality before the law, 
has been selected. For the other vacancy from the United 
States, caused by the death of Secretary of State Lansing, 
Professor Jesse S. Reeves of the University of Michigan was 
recommended. The other members of the Institute from the 
United States are Chandler P. Anderson, international arbiter 
and jurist; Dr. Leo S. Rowe, director general of the Pan- 
American Union; and Dr. James Brown Scott, president of 
the American Institute of International Law, who, for the 
past quarter century, has taken part in important international 
conferences from The Hague to Havana, and who has been 
greatly honored by international lawyers at home and abroad. 

The American Institute of International Law will meet in 
Buenos Aires next year on the eve of the meeting of the Seventh 
Pan-American Conference, which will be held across the River 
Plate in Montevideo, Uruguay, in December, 1932. A Special 
Committee eomposed of members of the Institute will repair 
to the Seventh Conference in order to render such services as 
may be asked of the Institute. 

The nomination of a woman to membership was not all the 
Governing Board of the American Institute of International 
Law did for equality. Indeed, what they did for equality dur- 
ing their brief sessions is almost incredible; never has Equal 
Rights been so quickened in the American hemisphere. Here 
is the record of their endorsement of equality:

The main article of this treaty was incorporated in the 
treaty drawn up by Alice Paul, and presented to the Sixth 
Conference of American States by Doris Stevens as chairman 
of the Committee on International Action of the National 
Woman’s Party. The formation of the Inter-American Com- 
mission of Women authorized by this conference was the imme- 
diate result, The brilliant subsequent action of this Commis- 
sion not only in the Americas but also at The Hague and 


Geneva is well known. 


PROPOSED TREATY GUARANTEEING EQUAL RIGHTS

RECOMMENDED ron ADOPTION BY THE SEVENTH CONFERENCE

Wuereas the subject of nationality is on the proposed 
agenda of the Seventh International Conference of American 
States, and 

Wuereas the Governing Board has already at ita meeting 
in Habana on October 31, 1929, declared unanimously its 
approval of the following draft article on nationality: 

The Contracting Parties agree that from the going 
into effect of this treaty, there shall be no distinction 
based on sex in their law and practice relating to 
nationality ; 

Now Therefore, Be It Resolved, this 31st day of October, 
1931, That the Governing Board of the American Institute of 
International Law reaffirm its approval of the article in ques- 
tion, and recommend that it form an article in any convention 
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submitted to the Seventh Conference for adoption, or, if no 
such convention is submitted, that it form a separate conven- 
tion to be adopted by that conference. 

Realizing not merely the greatness of the achievement of 
the Inter-American Commission of Women to date, but also 
the magnitude of the task remaining, the American Institute 
of International Law favored unanimously the continuation 
of the Commission. The following resolution was introduced 
by Dr. Victor M. Maurtua of Peru: 


RESOLUTION 
ADVISING THE CONTINUATION OF THE INTER- 
AMERICAN COMMISSION OF WOMEN 
UNANIMOUSLY ADopTEeD, OcToBER 31, 1931. 
(English Translation) 


The Governing Board of the American Institute of Inter- 
national Law strongly advises the Governing Board of the 
Pan-American Union to recommend to the Seventh Inter- 
national Conference of American States to continue the Inter- 
American Commission of Women, created by the Sixth Con- 
ference, until men and women, throughout all the American 
Republics, shall have Equal Rights.

Aware that all corners must be watched to safeguard prop- 
erly the interests of women, the Governing Board appointed 
a committee of three of its members with power to consult 
with the Inter-American Commission of Women when any 
question arises which affects the rights of women. The text 
follows: 

RESOLUTION 
CREATING SUB-COMMITTEE OF THE GOVERNING 
BOARD OF THE AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF 
INTERNATIONAL LAW TO CONSULT WITH 
INTER AMERICAN COMMISSION 
OF WOMEN 
UNANIMOUSLY ADopPTED, OcronkxR 31, 1931. 


Wuereas, in view of the present various undertakings to 
codify international law, questions will arise concerning the 
status of women, and 

Wuereas, we have available the Inter-American Commis- 
sion of Women, created by resolution of the Sixth International 
Conference of American States, with which to consult on these 
matters; 

Be It Resolved, That the Governing Board of the American 
Institute of International Law appoint a sub-committee of its 
members to consult with the Inter-American Commission of 
Women on all matters affecting the status of women, to the 
end that proposals or projects offered for action may represent 
the views of the men and women of the American republics. 
This sub-committee shall consist of James Brown Scott 
(U. S. A.), Victor M. Maürtua (Peru) and Pierre Houdicourt 
(Haiti). 

* * 

Further representation of the desires of women was pro- 
vided for by naming Miss Stevens a member of the committee 
of the Institute to go to Montevideo in order to be present at 
the meetings of the Seventh Conference to which the Institute 
acts as legal adviser upon request. The other members of this 
important committee are Dr. Alejandro Alvarez, of Chile, 
Honorary Secretary General; Dr. Luis Anderson of Costa 
Rica, Treasurer; Dr. Antonio Sanchez de Bustamante y Sirvén, 
of Cuba, Editor-in-Chief of the Revista de Derecho Inter- 
nacional; Dr. Victor Maurtua, of Peru, Secretary General; 
and Dr. James Brown Scott. 


Upon passage of these declarations for equality by the 
American Institute of International Law, deputations of Latin- 
American Women immediately went to thank the officers and 
Latin-American members of the Institute for their action on

behalf of women. Led by Dofia Alicia Brull de Reisler, of 
Cuba, a member of the Council of the Alianza Nacional Femi- 
nista, a distinguished group representing the Southern Repub- 
lics called upon Dr. James Brown Scott as President of the 
Institute; Dr. Victor M. Maurtua, Secretary General; and 
Dr. Manuel Cicero Peregrino da Silva, representative of Brazil 
on the Governing Board, and expressed heartfelt appreciation 
for what the Institute had done for Equal Rights, The depu- 
tation included Sefiora de Ynsfran, representative of Paraguay 
on the Inter-American Commission of Women, and Sr. Ynsfran, 
Charge d’Affaires of Paraguay; Sra. de Soler of Paraguay, 
wife of Dr. Juan J. Soler, chairman of the Bolivian-Para- 
guayan Boundary Commission, Dr. Soler and the Sefioritas 
Ana Maria and Haidee Soler; Sra. Maria Z. de Arias, of 
Panama; and Sra. Conchita Rivas de MacMillan, of Cuba.

On Saturday, October 31, the members of the Governing 
Board of the Institute and Dr. Rowe of the Pan-American 
Union were entertained at luncheon at the Cosmos Club. This 
luncheon was an historic occasion, marked by the presentation 
to the Governing Board of Doris Stevens as colleague and first 
woman member of the American Institute. Dr. Scett made to 
Miss Stevens the formal announcement of her nomination, in 
eloquent and deeply moving terms, ending with a toast to her 
and Equal Rights, indissolubly linked in thought and fact. 
“We know no greater honor than to succeed to the vacancy 
caused by Mr. Root’s honorary membership,” said Dr. Scott. 
Miss Stevens, whose youthful charm seemed all the greater for 
the honors heaped upon her slender shoulders, responded that 
she was deeply touched by the Institute’s recognition of the 
importance of Equal Rights for women. 

„J realize that I am merely a symbol of your generous 
acceptance of those ideas of equality for which we stand!” 
she said. 

Dr. Scott proposed a toast to Alice Paul, co-worker with 
Doris Stevens in raising the international position of women, 
and one of the great women of history. “To Alice Paul, our 
inspiration, our guide, who belongs not merely to us but to 
posterity,” he said. | 

Dr. Maurtua proposed a toast to the new day for women in 
the western hemisphere. “We men cannot say that we have 
managed well the affairs of the world,” he declared. “I am 
for calling women to responsible direction of world affairs.” 

Miss Stevens offered a toast to the Spanish Republic, the 
new Spain which has the term Equal Rights in its constitution 
and which is beginning life with men and women sharing its 
suffrage on equal terms. 

M. Pierre Houdicourt, of Haiti, congratulated Miss Stevens 
on the honor of having suffered imprisonment for the liberty 
of women, and Miss Stevens returned the toast as one political 
prisoner to another, since M. Houdicourt was imprisoned in 
Haiti by the military occupation. 

Miss Stevens enlarged the horizon of Equal Rights by ex- 
plaining that it had been the support of Latin-America and of 
Asia, jointly, which had secured from the League of Nations 
the first women’s committee of the League—the Women’s Con- 
sultative Committee on Nationality which owes its being to the 
initiative of Alice Paul of the United States, 

The luncheon was marked by a mixture of solemnity and 
warm feeling. All present were well aware of the significance 
of the occasion, another milestone for equality. All seemed 
pleased to have had a share in taking this step. Someone sug- 
gested that ice water seemed inadequate for the toasts proposed, 
so white rock was promptly ordered. M. Houdicourt rose to 
announce that he would sponsor an equal vote bill in the 
Senate of Haiti upon his return. Sr. Cicero Peregrino da Silva 
of Brazil said that he would try to have modified on the basis 
of equality a bill now pending in his country, which proposes 
suffrage for women on terms unequal to those for men. The 
whole occasion was truly international—expressed in English, 
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French, and Spanish—a festival of American good fellowship. 
There was above all a pervading sentiment of satisfaction 
that the first woman member of the American Institute of 
International Law takes her place in a civilized manner becom- 
ing the dignity of the subject she represents. She was ap- 
pointed forthwith to leadership and power over all questions 
relating to women. She will be the rapporteur on the Inter- 
national Equal Rights Committee of the Institute which is to 
report to the Seventh Pan-American Conference. She will be 
a member of the Nationality Committee which will also report 
to the Seventh Conference. For the first time, a body of men 
has taken the wholly just and enlightened step of appointing 
a woman rapporteur of a committee on the rights of women. 
The members of the Governing Board of the American 
Institute of, International Law are proud and happy to wel- 
come Miss Stevens as our colleague,’ declared Victor M. 
Maurtua, Secretary General of the Institute, commenting upon 
the selection of the first woman member, “Her brilliant work 
to improve the international position of women will make 
her a valued collaborator.” 
We want to be sure that the views of American women 
shall be adequately presented and properly considered by all 
future American conferences in which the rights of women may 
be under discussion,” said Dr. Scott. “This is the dawn of a 
new day.” 

The members of the Governing Board of the Institute 
present during this historic session were: Alejandro Alvarez, 
distinguished jurist of Chile; Luis Anderson, leader of the bar 
in Costa Rica; Antonio Sanchez de Bustamente y Sirvén, Judge 
of the Permanent Court of International Justice at The 
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Hague; Manuel Cicero Peregrino da Silva, of Brazil, formerly 
dean of the law school and ex- rector of the University of Rio de 
Janeiro; Pierre Houdicourt of Haiti, formerly delegate to 
The Hague Peace Conference of 1907, Senator, and distin- 
guished lawyer of Port-au-Prince; Victor M. Maürtua of Peru, 
former deputy, cabinet member, and diplomat; and James 
Brown Scott. 

We regret that space forbids us elaborating the other pro- 
gressive projects formulated by the American Institute of 
International Law in Washington, which include such im- 
portant topics as the modification of the Conciliation Con- 
vention signed at Washington, January 5, 1929, by the creation 
of a permanent Committee of Conciliation; an addition to the 
Arbitration Convention of Washington of the same date 
whereby the arbitral tribunal shall be constituted when the 
parties have failed to do so; the basis of a general convention 
of commercial aviation in such a way as to harmonize existing 
conventions on the subject; nationality, responsibility of 
States, and territorial waters, the three subjects of the Codi- 
fication Conference at The Hague which adopted an unequal 
convention on the first and did not reach an agreement on the 
other two subjects; States, their existence, their independence 
and equality; the fundamental basis of international law, and 
its codification; and the urgent recommendation for the crea- 
tion of a Permanent Inter-American Tribunal of International 
Justice. 

We have recorded in detail only what the American Insti- 
tute of International Law did for Equality at the session of 
its Governing Board in Washington in the three memorable, 
epoch-making, days of October 29-October 31, 1931. :

In addition to the foregoing, full re- 
ports will be made on national and inter- 
national progress toward Equal Rights 
during the past two years. Nineteen hun- 
dred and thirty-one has been especially 
remarkable for increased recognition by 
governments and international juridical 
bodies of the importance of the movement 
for a worldwide code of equality. Work 
by Alice Paul, Doris Stevens and Mar- 
garet Whittemore, all three Council mem- 
bers of, the Woman’s Party, has had im- 
mensely significant results reflected in the 
woman’s movement in Europe and Asia 
as well as the Americas. 

Mrs. Harvey W. Wiley, national chair- 
man of the Woman’s Party, will make the 
opening address of the convention in the 
Chinese Room of the Mayflower on Satur- 
day morning, December 5. State chair- 
men of the party and chairmen of pro- 
fessional councils and standing commit- 
tees will give an account of what progress 
has been made toward the goal of Equal 
Rights throughout the United States dur- 
ing the past two years. Miss Maud 
Younger, of California, Congressional 
chairman, will explain what has been done 
in Congress, and show how the demand for 
the passage of the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment has been intensified during the 
period of industrial depression and con- 
sequent attempt to legislate or regulate 
women out of paid jobs. Muna Lee, of

will give an account of activities radiating 
from national headquarters of the Wom- 
an’s Party on Capitol Hill in Washing- 
ton and Josephine Casey, field worker 
for the Woman’s Party with long experi- 
ence in factory work, will report on the 
wage earning woman’s demand for equal 
industrial rights.

Porto Rican University’s Feminist Work 


OMEN students today outnumber 

* men in the University of Porto 

Rico, 1,060 to 700, according to 
Maria Machin, dean of women, at the 
island university. 

This record of progress for women in 
higher education has been accomplished 
in the face of the old Spanish tradition 
that the place of women is in the home, 
said Miss Machin, speaking at a tea given 
in her honor Sunday, November 15, at 
Alva Belmont House, National Woman’s 
Party Headquarters in Washington. 

During the twenty-seven years since the 
founding of the Porto Rican University, 
the accomplishments of women students 
have succeeded in converting parents to 
the idea of education for women, she said. 
For not only do girls now outnumber men 
at the university, but they excell them as 
students and average higher in intelli- 
gence tests. 

Educated Porto Rican girls are in re- 
turn showing a commendable sense of 
community responsibility and many of 
them, at the suggestion of Governor Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, are utilizing their train- 
ing in social service work. 

One recent project undertaken by the 
university women was the establishment 


of reading classes for illiterate adults, 
preparing them to participate in the first 
election in which the islanders will be 
allowed to vote. 


For any adult Porto Rican who fails to 
avail himself of his first opportunity to 
vote in the forthcoming election of 1932 
will forever forfeit his right to vote— 
even if the reason for his failure was be- 
cause he was unable to read and write. 


Specal reading classes for women were 
consequently planned by the university 
girls, so that no women would be barred 
from their right to vote. However, when 
the classes were begun, the men came with 
their wives and sisters and begged ta be 
admitted with the result that the reading 
course was made co-educational. 


As regards women voting, Porto Rican 
men have already revealed an anxiety to 
keep women out of politics, except as they 
subordinate themselves to the men’s par- 
ties. They object to organizations de- 
signed to educate women in politics and 
have some backing among the less pro- 
gressive women, who say politics are for 
the “ordinary woman.” 


In answer to these arguments, Miss 
Machin cites the very real interest women 


have in seeing that public funds are spent 
for schools and health work instead of 
for politician’s campaigns. 

Miss Machin, incidentally, has accom- 
plished much for education in her 
country by gaining Equal Rights for 
women students in the University of 
Porto Rico, it was brought out by Hazel 
Clark Taylor, who introduced her. 


Miss Machin is in America on a leave 
of absence from the University of Porto 
Rico to study foreign school systems. 
She plans also to study the educational 
systems of Holland, Belgium, Germany, 
and Spain, with special reference to in- 
dustrial training which she feels to be 
essential for the young men and women 
of her country. 


Another interesting speaker on the 
program was Rebekah Greathouse, assist- 
ant United States attorney for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, who spoke on the sub- 
ject of jury service for women. 


Laura Berrien also spoke briefly of 
the importance of fighting hard this year 
to establish Equal Rights for women, if 
the bicentennial celebration of America’s 
independence is to be observed as it should 
be. To this end, she introduced a resolu-

tion to be sent to President Hoover by 
the Woman’s Party urging him to call an 
international conference to establish 
Equal Rights for Women.

March, 1933. Mrs. Caraway has not yet 
announced whether she will be a candi- 
date, however. 


The newly appointed woman Senator 
has announced that she will adhere to 
the policies of her husband who has been 
very friendly to the Feminist cause. Last 
January he ‘spoke at the dedication of 
Alva Belmont House, National Woman’s 
Party Headquarters in Washington. He 
also presided over the subcommittee of 
the judiciary committee which conducted 
hearings on the proposed Equal Rights 
Amendment. 

For this reason her appointment has 
been hailed by members of the National 
Woman’s Party as a victory for the cause 
of women, both in that it gives a place 
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the world to enter into a treaty to estab- 
lished Equal Rights between men and 
women throughout the world.

in the Senate to a woman and at the same 
time to a friend of the Feminists. 

Interviewed on the subject of Mrs. 
Caraway’s appointment, Muna Lee, direc- 
tor of national activities of the National 
Woman’s Party, told the press that she 
was sure women all over the country were 
happy in the choice. 

“Our only regret,” she said, “was that 
it was not an election.” She added, how- 
ever, that Feminist leaders are hoping 
that Arkansas will take advantage of the 
chance it will have on January 12 of 
being the first State to elect a woman to 
the Senate. 

Governor Parnell is thought to have 
proposed Mrs. Caraway’s name to the 
Democratic Central Committee of Arkan- 
sas. If the committe approves his choice 
her election will be little more than a for- 
mality.

LANS for the winter’s work were dis- 
cussed at the meeting of the execu- 
tive committee of the Massachusetts 
Branch, held on November 10 at the home 
of the State chairman, Alice Lee West 
Movius. 

A legislative committee was elected, 
consisting of Marjorie Gillis, chairman;

They think that as long as 
women do not pay a poll tax they will be 
denied jury service in Massachusetts.

Montana Wants Immediate Action” 

MMEDIATE action by Congress on the 

pending constitutional amendment to 
give American women full equality is 
urged in resolutions passed by the Mon- 
tana State Branch of the National 
Woman’s Party at a recent meeting in 
Missoula. 

The resolutions, which are to be sent 
to President Hoover and the Montana 
Senators and Representatives, said: 

“WHEREAS Many discriminations against 
women exist on the statute books of the

Italian Feminist Speaks at Tea 


HE Countess Fanny Sampini Salazar, 

internationally beloved Feminist of 
Italy, was guest of honor at an interna- 
tional tea given by the National Woman’s 
Party at Alva Belmont House on Sunday 
afternoon, November 22. 

Mrs. Harvey W. Wiley, national chair- 
man of the Woman’s Party, presided. 
Adelaide Johnson, sculptor and Feminist, 
who is represented in the United States 
Capitol by one of her best-known works, 
the portrait busts of the suffrage pioneers, 
introduced Countess Salazar, an old 
friend of hers. 

Countess Salazar spoke on “The Future 
of the International Feminist Movement.” 
She has played an important part in the 
recent history of Italy. Her father was 
Garibaldi’s right-hand man. .The Countess 
herself was an intimate friend of Queen 
Margherita and has written a scholarly 
biography of the Queen, which has been 
published in both Italian ahd English. 
She has represented the women of Italy 
at two world conferences held in the 
United States, in 1893 and in 1902. The 
Countess has had audience with five popes. 
She has known intimately many American 
Feminist leaders, including Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton and Susan B. Anthony. She 
is the founder of the Italo-American 
Union, and one of her principal interests 
at the present time is the National Coun- 
cil of Women of Italy. She has written 
three volumes on the life of the Brownings 
and was for several years the editor of the 
Italian Review, published in English. Dr. 
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Armstrong, in his book on the Brownings, 
says of her: 

“The Countess Salazar, who is now 
above three-score years, has known hun- 
dreds of people, the most important of her 
generation. Her private apartment at the 
Palazzo Belvedese is adorned with auto- 
graphed pictures of kings, queens, popes, 
cardinals and hosts of world renowned 
friends.” 

Mrs. Valentine Vickery, chairman of 
the international committee of the Wom- 
an’s Party, and the members of her com- 
mittee were hostesses for the occasion. 
Sra. de Ynsfran, wife of the Charge 
d’Affaires of Paraguay, presided at the 
tea table, assisted by Sra.
